APPEAL FROM 7UDGE'S FINDING. | 


An appeal from a decision of Mr. Justice 
Johnston in the construction of two agree- 
ments in the case of Falkiner v, Fitzsimons 
came on for hearing. 

Mr, Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. Overend, 
K.C., and Mr. Chadwick (instructed by 
Messrs. Montgomery and Chaytor), bpas 
for the wy said that the a 
Mrs, Alice Mabel Falkiner, widow of the late 

d Baldwin Falkiner, solicitor, of the 
frm of Hone and Falkiner, soli¢itors, 
Suffolk street, Dublin, and the defendant was 
Mr. a Fitzsimons, solicitor, of the same 
firm. The appeal was from an order of Mr. 
Justice Johnston made on the construction of 
a summons which came before him for con- 
struing certain agreements made between the 
late Richard win Falkiner and Richard 
Fitzsimons. Mr. Falkiner died on May 7th, 
1922, and the agreements concerned were 
dated 3ist January, 1908, and the dist Decem- 
ber, 1918. Under the first agreement Mr. 
Fitzsimons was made a partner of the firm 
of Hone and Falkiner at one-third of the net 
profits, when less than £2,000, and there were 
certain other stipulations. Under the second 
agreement the one-third of the profits was 
withdrawn, and it was decided that Mr. Fitz- 
simons was to get a year and half the 
net profits when they exceeded £1,600. The 
questions submitted to Mr. Justice Johnston 
were—(1) Whether, upon the true construc- 
tion of the two agreements, the defendant was 
entitled to be paid out of the net profits of 
the firm of Hone and Falkiner, solicitors, of 
9 Suffolk street, Dublin, in each year in which 
the net profits of the firm did not exceed 
£1,600 a sum of £720, in preference to any 

yment out of such profits to the plaintiff ; 
2) whether the defendant was entitled to 
receive payments out of such profits pari 
passu with the plaintiff in the proportion of 
£720 to £880; and (3) whether the defendant 
was entitled to any additional ae 
calculated at the rate of 10 per cent., and, 
so, on what sum was the said percentage > 
be calculated ? 

Mr. Justice Johnston had decided, upon the 
true construction of the agreements and in the 
events that had happened, that the defendant 
was entitled to be paid out of the net profits 
of the firm of Hone and Falkiner in each year 
in which the profits did not exceed £1, 600 a 
sum of £720 in preference to any other pay- 
ment, and the defendant was entitled to addi- 
tional remunefation at the rate of 10 per 
cent., calculated on the net profits since the 
death of Mr. Falkiner. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until this morning.

Such 
special education is given after their time in 
the beal has expired, It is known to us 
that very searching inquiries have been made 
from time to time by persons engaged in 
rescue work in our large cities from officials of 
provincial unions and others to see if there 
were any drifting of girls in undesirable direc- 


tions. 
LITTLE “ DRIFTING.” 

“Out informant told us that she was 
frankly amazed at the extraordinary infre 
quence of such ‘drift.’ We also know that 
many allegations of girls from industrial 
schools doing badly were, upon investigation, 
not found justifiable, or were due to incidents 
connected with girls who did not remain the 
full period in industrial schools or whose in- 
tellectual or temperamental defects were 
beyond any power to overcome. This con- 
flicts altogether with the extraordinary state- 
ment made before the Podr Law Commission 
by one of the witnesses engaged in rescue 
work. 

" Officials of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children and other persons 
thoroughly acquainted with child conditions 
in the country have, time and again, expressed 
regret that more use is not being made of 
industrial schools’ training. 

‘Until the advocates of béarding-out 
present something like a comprehensive survey 
of the system, such as May be gleaned from 
the annual reports of the faupactor of 
Industrial Schools, and further supplemented 
by information in the possession of the 
managers, their advocacy should not be ac- 
cepted without some réservation. 

“ Mans inmates of industrial schools enter 
at the ages of ten, twelve and fourteén years, 
without either literary education or other 
proper care. On the other hand, a very large 
number of these children are as respectably 
connected as anv Subject of the State. The 
criticism is not only unjust to the managers, 
who have carried out arduous duties with an 
unquestionably high percentage of successes 
for their pupils’ advantage and for the ad- 
vantage of the State, but it is a gross and 
unwarrantable reflection on the reputation of 
the great number of honourable citizens who 
have received their training in industrial 
schools. 

“It is to be hoped that the State depart- 
ments concerned will take cognisance of what 
H really a damaging mistepresentation of 
act.”

This is the first section of a large 
scheme of reconstruction, and covers premises 
Nos, ó and 4. . The layout and electrical 
equipment of this hispital is now one of 
the most up-to-date in the British Isles. 

The new buildings are extensive, and pro- 
vide a modern dispensary for outdoor 
patients in the basement, including waiting 
and examination rooms, dispensary reom, a 
laboratory, stores atid cloakroom accommo- 
dation. 

The ground floor provides offices, lecture 
room, doctors’ rooms and operating theatre. 
The rere wing is specially devoted to the 
new electrical ray treatment, and here may 
be seen the treatment rooms, apparatus rooms 
and research room, which have been fitted 
up with the latest and most powerful 
apparatus for the treatment of cancer. The

The first floor contains rooms for private 
patients, and a large and luxuriously 
equipped ward for women, to which is 
attached a subsidiary kitchen. 

The second floor has also accommodation 
for private patients, and a large ward for 
men undergoing treatment. 

Both these wards are beautifully lighted 
and _ ventilated, and the sanitary. annexes are 
fitted out in the hygienic manner so neces- 
sary to a ern hospital. 

A large ki with a central pe has 
been provided on the top floor, including 
stores and staff accommodation. 

The buildings are heated throughout with 
a low pressure hot water radiator system, 
installed by Messrs. Haden’s Engineering 
Company, i99 Pearse street. 


The sanitary were supplied by 


Messrs. Brooks Thomas and Co., and also the 
ranges and grates. 

essrs. J. and C. McGloughlin, Pearse 
street, were the contractors for the ironwork. 

The general contractors for the building 
were Messrs. Alexander Hull and Company, 
Pembroke Works, Ringsend, who also carried 
out the ferro-concrete work. 

The front is of a very handsome, modern 
classic design, and introduces a form of 
stone-plaster treatment which is entirely 
new to this country. An effect equal to stone 
at a fraction of the cost is claimed for this 
treatment, and it has proved a big success. 
This plaster work, which requires highly 
skilled. workmanship, was carried out by Mr. 
Michael Creedon, plastering contractor, of 
Richmond place, Portobello Bridge. 

The designs for the entire work were made 
by Mr. Aubrey V. O'Rourke, M.R.I.A.I1., 
Architeet, 11 College Green, under whose 
supervision the work was carried out.

A BRIEF.SKETCH OF THE CITY OF DUBLIN SKIN AND CANCER HOSPITAL 


HUME STREET. 


(STATEMENT BY COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT.) 


This Hospital was opened in July, 1911 (in 
succession to the late Hospital for Diseases 
ct Skin and Cancer, Great Brunswick street). 
The founder- was Dr. Andrew Charles, 
F.R.C.8S., and with him were associated 
Messrs. J. T. Wood-Latimer, Sir Robert 
Gardner, David Quaid, T.C. ; Edwin M. Lioyd 
and Andrew Smith, J.P. The first Commit- 
tee of Management consisted of the follow- 
ing:—J. T. Wood-Latimer. J.P, (Chairman); 
P. Walsh, K.C. (Vice-Chairman); Right Hon. 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin, Sir Robert 
Gardner, W. E. Cooke, Herbert Wilson, C. 
H. Ewing, John Landy. Andrew Smith, J.P. 
‘Hon. Secretary); Louis O'Connor, and the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the 
Municipal Council. The Hospital was estab- 
lished on strictly non-sectarian lines, and any 
minister of religion has access at all times to 
patients of his own denomination. All poor 
and necessitous patients are treated without 
fee or reward of any kind. 

That there existed a necessity. for the in- 
stitution of such a specialised Hospital is 
fhown by the following considerations is 
The classes of diseases treated, (b) the metho 
of treatment,. (e) the economic benefits re- 
sulting therefrom—viz.; (1) the cure of dis- 
figuring skin diseases. whereby sufferers are 
embed te earn a living instead of having to 
fall back upon‘ some charitable organisation 


for support; (2) the providing. of comfort and 


yelief in cases of advanced cancer not ad- 
mitted to general hospitals, and for which, 
thou incurable, much can be done to 


alleviate suffering: (3) the use of the most 


recent and’ scientific methods for the treat- 


| ment of cancer. 


The success which attended the efforts of 


those ibie for the establithment of

During the past few vears the difficulties have 
been augmented by the increasing number of 
poor patients applying for admission, and by 
the increased cost of maintenance and medical 
appliances.

Notwithstanding the amount of excellent 
work done it was clear that such a building 
could not satisfy the demands of a co-ordi- 
nated and specialised hospital. About two 
years ago we determined on a policy of 
thorough reconstruction. The whole build- 
ing was to be reconstructed and extended so 
as to form a hospital adapted in every detail 
of interior arrangement for the special treat- 
ment of cancer and kindred diseases. The 
complete plan submitted by the Hospital 
Architect, Mr. Aubrey O’Reurke, embraced 
practically the entire south side of Hume 
street. Building Be yr wean were begun, and 
thrusting backwards from Nos. 3 and 4 Hume 
street, the existing Hospital was extended so 
as to include the additional ward accommo- 
dation required, special kitchens, X-ray and 
light rooms and laboratories adapted for 
research work. 


Methods of cancer treatment have been for 
the last few years undergoing certain 

ges in technique. The Hospital is at 
esent fully equipped for treatment by 
iathermy, Tonisation, Finsen, Ultra-Violet 
and Sun Rays, High Frequency and Deep 
X-Rays. Our Therapy department for 
the a tg, treatment of cancer is the most 
complete in Great Britain and the Free State, 
and here the treatment by the modern 
Erlangen method has heen productive of the 
most encouraging results. 
Thus the first part oí the Hospital scheme 
been dotapleted. The , oc 
valenee of cancer demands, however, that our 
efforts must not be relaxed, and we need yet 
considerable funds in order to complete the 
work to which wz have definitely committed 
ourselves.

The necessity for appointing a man who has 
unquestionable qualifications in chemistry and 
physics cannot be too fully emphasised. 

In modern times the value of science in 
power works has come to be recognised more 
and more, and men of the class under discus- 
sion are now usually employed in works of 
any importance. In large works there is a 
staff of three or four specialists for this work 
alone. It is well known that with the or- 
dinary staff of an electricity works the scien- 
tific side has been very much neglceted. I, 
therefore, recommend. that the position in 
question be advertised, and that applications 
be invited from men who have had experience 
of the kind required in connection with either 
electricity or similar combustion plant. . 

The salary has been fixed on the same basis 
as that paid to the Shift Engineers at Pigeon 
House, that is, per annum, rising by 
annual increments of £10 to a maximum of 
£433 per annum, without war bonus. 


CONDITION OF COUNTY HOME 
AT THURLES. 


- 


The North Tipperary Board of Health had 
under discussion the condition of the County 
Home at Thurles. A report from Mr. Kelly, 
engineer, was read, stating that the present 
condition of the buildings was insanitary, un- 
comfortable and cheerless in the extreme. 
Tha following works, for which he estimated, 
were works which he deemed to be imme- 
diately necessary, and the estimate had been 
drawn up with a view to rigid economy. 

General Repairs—Roofs (slating, gutter, 
rain and water pipes). The sanitary condi- 
tion was very bad. Under the new scheme 
they would have to arrange for the disposal 
of a vast quantity of sewerage, approxi- 
mately 12,000 gallons a day. is would 
necessitate laying sewer to river and sewerage 
disposal plant, comprising settlement tank, 
filter bed, ete., which could be erected in a 
field at back of the Home. The cost of cess- 
pool plant woeld be £1,800. Drainage to 
river. £900. New line drain for new baths, 
£280. Draitiage from kitchen and laundry, 
£250. In the administrative block the cost 
would come to £1,100, 

The Central Ward Block—The existing 
laundry and kitchen arrangements were 
simply hopeless—his estimate for the mini- 
mum requirements in the way of ry 
including a drying house, total cost £2,250. 
Should they deem a disinfectant poy a á it 
could be erected in the lean-to at the back of 
the kitchen, at a cost of £300. Other neces- 
sary alterations and repairs, £500. All win- 
dows replaced, plastering, painting, erection 
of bath rooms, and w.c.’s, £1,600. Similar 
works in female ward, £200. Other neces- 
sary conversion in same block, £500. 

‘otal cost, £10,250. Count O’Byrne said 
that if the County Home was to be ocntinued 
in Thurles, this work was necessary. After 
discussion, further consideration was ad- 
journed to a meeting to be held in Roscrea.

NEW CONCRETE STAND AT 
BALLYBRIT. 


The new reinforced concrete stand which 
has just been completed at the Ballybrit 
course for the Galway Race Committee is 
capable of accommodating from 1,700 to 
Ós people. Twenty tons of steel and one 
thousand tons of sand and stones were used 
in its erection. There are between 800 nd 
900 cubic yards of concrete in the stand, 
which has fourteen steps on an easy eleva- 
tion, as against 22 steps on the old stand. 
The latter is capable of accommodating 
5,000 people, so that there is now accom. 
modation on the stands alone for 5.000. The 
riew stand is 26 feet high, 30 feet in depth 
and 100 feet long. It is intended later on

The stand was designed by Mr. M. J. 
Kennedy, B.E., and carried out by direct 
labour employed by the Race. Committee, 
under the supervision of Mr. Geraghty, clerk 
of works, 

It cost £2,000, and nearly ihat much more 
has been expended on improving the paddock, 
repairing and reinforcing the old stand, and 
providing new pathways and improving and 
widening existing roads. The paddock is 
tow much more roomy than before. First 
class ladies’ and gentlemen's cloak room and 
lavatory accommodation have been provided 
underneath the new stand; the luncheon and 
tea rooms have been wainscotted and made 
more comfortable; fhe refreshment room 
undér the old stand has been extended by 
thirty feet, and six doors are now provided, 
[here is more commodious storage accom. 
modation, and cinder paths have been laid 
down in the paddock and rolled. 

In addition, á parking ground for cars 
entering the stand has n made at the 
back and rolled; the roadway from Brier 
Hill school and the forge to the Castlegar 
road has been widened, and the main road 
from Forster street, Galway, to the course 
has been repsired. \

MODERN TRAFFIC. 

Mr. J. A. Ryan, County Surveyor, sub- 
mitted the following on the condition 
of Public Works and the « of “con:

Council :— 

The surface of the roads of your district are 
still far from being in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. Continuous streams of heavy, 
mechanically-propelled vehicles continue to 
have a very detrimental effect on the surfaces 
of the 8, which were never constructed to 
withstand the destructive action of such 
traffic, MR 

GOVERNMENT GRANT WORK. 

Dublin-Swords Road.—The work of relay- 
ing the surface of the Dublin-Swords road is 
essing favourably. The portion of the 
within your rural district will be com- 
pleted in a few weeks’ time. 

Dublin-Howth Road.—The County Council 
have accepted a tender for the reconstruction 
of this road in bituminous am. Work 
will be started as soon as possible, and, I hope. 
will be completed in about two months from 


date of commencement. 


* Dublin-Ashbourne Road. —A@ender for the 
reconstruction of this road has been  ac- 
cepted; also for the portion of the road be- 
tween Glasnevin and Finglas. It is hoped to 
complete the work before the autumn. 

Loan Worx—£9,500. 
The sanction for the above loan has been 
received, and che following work is in hands: 
Lower Lucan Road.—A steam foller is at 
present engaged on this road, and the work 
of tarring will be undertaken immediately. 
Malahide Road.—Déliveries of stone are 
being made to this road, and steam-rolling 
is in progress. The whole section of the 
road between Donnycarney and Ralgriffin will 
be re-surfaced in water-bound macadam, and 
tar painted. i 
St. Margaret’s Road.—The work of im: 
provement cf this road is well in hand, and 
will be completed shortly. 

Maidenie-Pestunarnasit Road.—Supplies of 
stohe are being delivered to this road, and the 
work of steam-rolling will be undertaken as 
soon as possible. 

MAINTENANCE WORK. 

Dublin-Navan Road.—Considerable improve- 
ment has been made on the surface of this 
road. Steam-rolling and tar painting will 
continne until the road is put into good 
order. It is my intention to apply a large 
proportion of next year’s Road Fund Grant 
to the reconstruction of this road. to make 
it fit to carry the traffic using it. . 

Ballymun d.—The work of tar painting 
this road has been completed. The road is 
now in very fair order. 

Districr ‘Roaps. 

Many of the district roads are in poor con- 
dition, bat the work of repair is well in 
hand Supplies of stone are being de- 
livered, and I have given instructions to 
have the roads patched. Considerable damage 
is being caused to many of the formerly light 
traffic roads by heavy-laden vehicles. A case 
in point are the roads in the vicinity of Bal- 
griffin and Baldoyle, as exceptional traffic is 
using these roads en route to Portmarnock 
Strand 

Spectra, Works. 

Sanction has not yet been obtained for the 
loan te provide funds for the carrying out of 
works passed at the January and April meet- 
ings of the Council, so the works cannot yet 
be undertaken. 

The works provided for out of revenue are 
in hand. 


It was stated that about £38,000 would be 
needed to keep the roads in the district in 
proper rep@ir. 

The bmit placed to the amount to be spent 
this year was £18,500. The estimate given 
by Mr. Ryan had been £25,579. 


WHY ROADS ** BLEED “' 
IN HOF WEATHER.

SURFACE DRESSING 
MATERIALS AND COSTS. 


The Committee of the Royal Scottish Auto4 
mobile Club have had under consideration 
numerous representations received by the Club 
with regard to liquid tar on the roads during 
the recent heat wave, and they have been 
in communication with the Ministry of Trans- 
port and numerous road authorities and 
officials on the subject. 

The trouble was not confined to particular 
districts, but was fairly general, and the 
Committee consequently have gone into the 
whole subject very fully, and have come to the 
conclusion that the principal cause of the road 
surfaces being wet with tar is inadequacy in 
the amount of top-dreasing and relative 'o 
the size of the : ippings used in such. 

It is understood that the quarriers and 
manufacturers are not producing.enough chip- 
pings to meet the road authorities’ demands, 
and there has been a natural inclination on the 
part of road authorities to push ahead durin 
the cool weather with surface spraying, and 
to top dress with as few chippings as possible, 
the coolness of the weather covering for the 
time being the inadequacy of the amount used. 
Consequently when the spell of hot weather 
came stretches of road thus inadequately 
chipped become black with liquid tar, and 
there is not an available supply of chippings 
to remedy matters quickly. 

The Committee have learned that during the 
recent ‘‘ tarry “ spell certain quarries were in- 
undated with telegraphic orders from <a 
part of the country asking for chippings whie 
they were totally unable to supply. 

e Committee to some extent appreciate 
the circumstances under which the road au- 
thorities found themselves. The weather con- 
ditions were abnormal, and the effect of the 
heat was greater in respect of the fact that 
road work had been increasingly carried out nn 
cold and wintry weather, and the difficulties 
of high temperatures had not been fully appre- 
ciated. 

The matter of the material used has aiso 
had considerable bearing on the case. Roads 
top-dressed with bitumen have little tendency 
to ‘‘ bleed,”’ unlike roads dressed with tar and 
pitch. Tar and pitch soften at a temperature 
of 60 degs. Fah., and at 70 degs. they become 
quite liquid. Bitumen, on the other hand, is 
not much affected until the temperature is 
very much higher, and does not become liquid 
until the temperature oo 130 degs. 
Fah. Pure bitumen in liquid form coste at 
present about 7d. per gallon, while emulsified 
bitumen (that is bitumen treated with water 
and chemicals in order that it can be used cold 
and applied in any weather, and any tendency 
to surface bleeding obviated), costs anything 
from ls. up to ls. 6d. Tar alone costs less 
than 6d. per gallon. There is consequently a 
strong inducement to use the less costly 
material in order that the area dealt with 
may be trebled over that which it would be 
possible to deal with on the more costly basis. 

The question is one of expense, both as re- 
gards the material used and the quantity of 
chippings employed, and the Committee hope 
that the unusval experience during the recent 
heat wave will warrant road authorities in 
concluding that economy with regard to either 
of these is misplaced, and should be avoided.

The French Debt. 


The conference which. is in progress. in 
London at -present concerning the French 
debt to Britain is an event of more than 
ordinary importahce. France owes Britain 
some £600,000,000. which she borrowed in 
London during the war. Her financial 
position since the Armistice has heen so 
precarious that she has not been able to 
pay even the interest on this large sum, 
and, naturally, her indebtedness is grow- 
ing greater every year., Britain's policy 
after the war was to treat. her Allies with 
the utmost consideration. ' Indeed, there 
. was a strong tendency to cancel the French 
debt altogether. - Most British citizens 
would have welcomed such a, gesture ol 
friendship for their French Allies; but 
the United States intervened, making this 
solution of the problem impossible. The 
American Government also had lent money 
during the war. At first it lent large 
sums to France and the other Allie, on 
their own security ; but, as the war pro- 


_gressed and. Germany's “military. position 


seemed to be becoming almost impregnable, 
the financiérs of Wall street insisted that 
any further loans to France or Italy must 
have the guarantee of the British Govern- 
ment. For convenience’s sake, therefore, 
Britain borrowed money in New York and 
passed it on to Paris and Rome. In this 
way she incurred a debt of about 
£1,000,000,000. If President Wilson had 
remained in power, there probably would 
have been a genetal cancellation of all 
war debts; but the Republican Govern- 
‘ment made it quite clear that it did not 
propose to forego one cent of-ite lawful 
claims. Pressure was brought to bear. on 
Britain, with the result that Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin went to Washington ‘and con- 
cluded’ the iow famous Baldwin-Mellon 

This settlement. saddled the British 
Treasury with an annual payment. of 
between £30,000,000 and £40,000,000 to 
the United States in interest and sinking 
fund, and forced, the Government to 
announce that it must collect its debts 
from the Allies. Britain's claims against 
the European Powers amount to nearly 


of ‘twice as much as she owes to the. United 


States; but her Government laid down 
the principle that it would not ask them 
to pay her more than she must pay to 
America, thus sacrificing at least 
£1,000,000,000. «France..is the “chief 
European ‘debtor; and when the Con- 
servative Governmént came into power 
after Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's fall. Mr. 
Churchill “informed. the French Ministry 
for Finance that he expected it’ to take 
some steps . towards a settlement.  -M. 
Clémentel, who was in-office-at the time, 
signified his willingness to come to terms, 
and preliminary negotiations. were pro- 
gressing fayourably when. the _ Herriot 
Government fell. With» the, advent of -M,

the Stieber of Labour for Northern. Ire- 
land, met on. Tuesday in Belfast. The 
final report has not yet been delivered , but 
Mr. Andrews, in his capacity of chairman, 
reviewed the general situation in a speech 
which deserves the closést attention and 
makes very encouraging reading. ‘The 
veports for the two main industries in the 
‘North, linen and shipbuilding, were not 
available, bat Mr. ‘Andrews was able to 
give it as his opinion that ‘there are 
signs that the worst of the depression is 
over,. although “a. complete return to 
prosperity must lie. some time ahead.”’ 
During the past two years there have 
been. numerous prophecies of a revival in 
‘the linen industry; but Mr. Andrews 
is. well known to be most cautious, 
and his statement may be accepted 
impartial . pourtrayal of the 
situation. Irishmen, North. and “South, 
will; however, be Very anxious to know the 
‘facts on which he based his opinion. Ship- 
building Mr. Andrews did not enlarge 
upon ; but, fortunately, conditions in this 
industry have improved very considerably 
since the convening of the Committee. The 
Building Trade Sub-Committee submitted 
a report in which they averred that, inso- 
much as the unemployment in their in- 
dustry. was normal—10 per cent.—there 
was no special unemployment problem to 
be considered. This is at first sight ex- 
tremely satisfactory, but when one thinks 
of the appalling shortage of houses all 
over the country—in which Belfast shares, 
if: to a less degree—one wonders that 
there should be any unemployment what- 
ever. The ‘difficulty is, apparently, a 
shortage of ‘‘key " workers, and here the 
Committee are faced with the thorny 
problem of dilution. Dilution, even ex- 
Service dilution, is contrary to trade union 
principles, ‘but the Building Trades 
Operatives’ Federation ought to abrogate 
their ‘principle for the advantage of 
the general’ community. For the rest 
several relief schemes have been sanctioned, 
involving a total expenditure of Over 
£57,000, and arrangements have been made 
to promote educational classes for unem- 
ployed youths between the ages of 16 and 
18. ' The whole question of juvenile unem- 
ployment is of supreme importance, and 
the General Purposes Committee are to be 
commended for devoting to it a great deal 
of time and attention. Two main con- 
clusions can be drawn from Mr. Andrews’ 


speech. Firstly,.the Unemployment Con- 


ference has already been of great value. 
It has discovered the root causes of de- 
pression in at least one industry, and 
it has focussed public attention on 
those causes. Had it done nothing 
further it ‘would have justified its 
existence; but it is pursuing its investiga- 


‘tions «in a practical manner in an effort 


to discover how far those root causes are 
irremediable.. Secondly, Mr. Andrews’ 
speech indicates that; while trade in 
Northern Ireland is not yet in a satis- 
factory condition it is, nevertheless, im- 
proving rapidly, and signs of a ms 
revival are not wanting. 


Free State Emigrants. 


The American Consul-General in the 
Irish Free State has warned intending 
emigrants against winding up their affairs 
before making certain of their passports. 
‘A hard case ‘is reported from County 
Monaghan, where a family sold a farin in 
._preparation for emigration to the United 
States, and then discovered that, owing to 
some of its members been resident in 
Northern Ireland or born in Britain, they 
could not‘obtain admission under the Free 
State quota, and would require to wait 
two years before becoming acceptable immi- 
grants. Such inconveniences Are inevit- 
able results of the political changes of our 
time, and the courteous American officials 
have shown themselves anxious to make 
the emigrants’ path as easy as may be. 
Nevertheless, we would like to see these 
distinctions: reduced to a minimum. At 
the present moment the separation of the 
Free State quota from the British 
operates to the advantage of the Free 
State, for a much higher proportion of 
Free State immigrants is accepted. This, 
‘however, will be changed when the revised

There was no other department of the State 
which took up such a line.- It had been 
stated that the Board of Admiralty threatened 
to resign if their demands were not conceded. 
Well, let them resign, and consider their 
claim on its merits afterwards. The first 
condition of security in this country was to 
teach discipline to admirals. 

The danger to our trade routes, continued 
Mr. Lloyd George, lies at home, and if the 
Prime Minister or the First. Lord can settle 
the impending industrial trouble they will do 
more to protect our interests than the build- 
ing of fifty cruisers. It-is no use preaching 
disarmament to the nation with the Sernion 
on the Mount in one hand and an order for 
fifty-eight million pounds worth of battleships 
in the other 

FLEET WEARING OUT. 

Mr. Churchill in his speech betrayed no 
Cabinet. sscrets, nor did he allude any 
controversy. bewteen. his own Department 
for economy and the Board of Admiralty 
insistent upon a big Navy. Everything, 
according to the Chancellor of the Exchequvr, 
was just as it should be. It was far better 
to have a Naval srry § for two, three or four 
years, than to build hugger-mugger, accord- 
ing to the intensity of the fighting between 
the Economists and the Navalists.

ADMIRALTY INDICTED. 

Mr, Snowden said some very hard. things 
about the Admiralty: It was the most. ex- 
travagant, the most dictatorial and the most 
arrogant of all the public departments. 
Little or nó importance could be attached to 
any pledge or promise which the Admiralty 
might give to effect ‘reductions in expenditure. 
Then the right hon. gentleman had a tilt at 
the Gathiey atives as a body. They seemed to 
have learnt nothing as the result’ of the war 
and imagined that they were back again in 
1913, when the need for economy was not such 
a pressing matter. He urged the need for all 
parties to get together and try to devise some 
plan for saving the nations ol Vea world from 
ruinous *xpenditure in armaments.

There was 
another. aspect of the case which he com- 
mended to the party opposite. Every ship 
laid down would give employ ment to the class 
that was suffering most e was not against 
disarmament—far from it; but it must - not, 
be a disarmament inconsistent with the 
secarity of the British Empire.

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THE MOROCCAN 
'“AMPAIGN. 


(By D. A. MoM.) 

To the student of war the French er aga 
in Northern Moreeco against the: Ri 
sbveral aspects of great interest, and par- 
ticularly is this so in regard to the nature 
of the country over which the operations have 
ag or ‘re likely to extend in the near 
uture. . 

It is iaisiy obvious that thé nature of thé 
terrain always has a profound effect upon the 
tactics employed, an 
is very pronounced, and will become more so 
if the Riff mountains are penetrated. 

These mountains areeprobably the wildest 
in Africa, the thain range extending some 
200 miles, commencing near 
frontier and running westwards in an un- 
broken line until they gradually disappear in 
the foothills and plateau of the Anghera 
country, between Latache ‘and Tetuan. 
Though’ almost devoid of trees, they are 
covered with scrub and huge boulders, which 
afford admirable cover for meer tactics. 
It is important to remember that in spite of 
the extensive outcro ing of rock, there is 
Aoi enough soil for’ field fortification to 

quite. feasible. . Though, some peaks rise 
to 6,500 ft. or more, the average height is 
only some 3,000 ft., but the whole range is 
rent and tot» throughout with hnge chasms 
and fissures, making progress, even under tle 
best. and most peaceful conditions, a matter 
of considerable difficulty—indeed, danger. 

The following" account by a European 
visitor. somé years ago is a very fair 
description of the country as ft is to-day :— 

‘ Jumping from boulder to boulder was, mere 
play to what we had w go through later; 
one required the agility of a goat, and even 
then svery step seemed dangerpus: in some 
parts it was like climbing a perpendicular 
wall, A war-like looking man stood on each 
side to drag me along when necessary. At 
another place the mountain was so steep that 
we almost climbed on our hands and &xnees, 
and. the animals were dragged ap hy stalwart 
Riffians. In dangerous places, and there 
were. many, thie Riffs. would stand on the 
edge of = precipice and, with their long guns 
would form as hand-rail for 
This tangle of, mountains extends some 


39 miles inland ftom the Mediterranean coast, 


when it throws. out a oumber of iong spurs, 
which continue southwards for another 15 
or 20 miles until they reach the river Werga, 
which here flows approximately due east. 
These spurs ere separated by fertile and 
wooded valleys, which, while twisting and 
turning very considerably, have a genera! 
trend north and south. At their southern 
extremities they vend to become higher and 
steeper, and dominate the line of hills. ea 
the left bank of the Werga. 

it is this district, stretching coughiy from 
Wazzan in the west to Kifane in the east, 
which is now in dispute. Up to the end of 
1923, although nominally allotted w France, 
it was actually controlled by the Riffi; but 
in the summer of 1924, the withdrawal of the 
Spanish, coupled with the fact that a number 
f she local Berber tribes appealed for help 
against the aggression of the Riff, forced the 
French to oak forward their line of posts 
some five to ten miles to the north of the 
River Werga 

Most ot the tribes inhabiting this area 
are predominately of Riffian blood, and, 
OE: ria were a fertile field íor anti-French 
ropaganda, which a rs to have spread 
vey rapidly, for rbd. el-Krim, the. Riff 
leader, has gained tremendous influence 
throughout the whole of Morocco by his un. 
broken successes against Spain. he final 
adherence to him of the powerful Berber 
tribe, the Jebala, in the country north of 
the Wazzan, finally decided Abd-el-Krim to 
attempt to drive in the line of posts which 
were held by some 6,000 French , Colonial 
troops. 

The present hostilities opened on the 15th 
April, when 7,000 tribesmen pushed through 
the line of posts in three places. Several of 
the tribes in rear immediately rose against 
the French, some twelve or fifteen of the 
posts being surrounded. By the. end of 
May Abd-el-Krim. held the line of heights 
on the right bank of the Werga, while 
several bodies of tribesnien had pushed on 
into the ‘hitherto peaceful country lying to 
the south. 

Although to many outside observers the 
signs seemed distinctly ominous for the last 
twelve months, yet there is no doubt that the 
dangerous development of affairs in this part 
of Morocco took the French by surprise. 
Since the Great War’ they have shown re- 
markable energy in the construction of 
strategic railways, of both broad and narrow 
gauge; yet no attempt was made to provide 
one for this vitally. important . Northern 
- cng I or even to build good military roads, 
in spite of the fact, that the whole country 
sot of Fez and Taza is very rough and 
seared with steep-banked ' Wadis,” which 
in the frequent rains make the country quite 
impassable for guns and ua transport. 
Finally, the provision of. only 8,500 men to 
hold a line over 100-miles long against such 
a formidable enemy as the Riffi was ‘utterly 
inadequate. 

Although, by calling upon all their avail- 
able troops in Morocco and Western Algeria, 
the French had by the end of the first week 
in May succeeded in holding the tribesmen, 
and even in relieving a number of isolated 
posts, yet they canfiot hope to defeat the 
Rifh thoroughly and to drive them back 
over the frontier without the support of very 
heavy reinforcements. from - France, particu- 
larly in aeroplanes and heavy artillery. 

It should. not. be forgotten . that,...while 
Abd-el-Krim has so far employed some 
50,000 men against over 60,000 French, only 
5,000 of these have been Riffian Regulars, 
the remainder being armed irregular tribes- 
men. ‘These Riffian Regulars, of whom there 
are at least 25,000, have shown themselves 
in the operations against the Spanish, to be, 
im steadiness, training: and morale, the equals 
of any European troops. '

| The Franco-Br.tish Debt. 


'The negotiations now taking place,in 
London in connection with the Franco 
Britis: debt are proving so involved thal 
it has been decided not to disclose any of 
‘he particulars beyond an agteed officia 
rommuniyué to be issued’ now and again 
[tis anticipated. however, that consider 
able progress will have been made by the 
close of the present week, and it may. even 
be possible then to determine whether an 
agreement can be reached. or whether the 
British and French points of view are’so 
far removed as to be irreconcilable. ‘The 
report that France. is being asked to repay 
her debt to England by annual instalments 
of twenty million pounds has proveked in 
Paris a statement. probably inspired. that 
the sum is out of the question. Yet it 
would mean nothing more than an addi- 
tion of about six per cent. to the French 
national expenditure, which is less than 
half that of this country. 


Constitutional Reform. 


A proposal that in certain evéntuálities 
a referendum shall be resorted to in the 
case of a deadlock between the House of 
Lords and the House of Commons is to be 
submitted to the Consérvative* ‘Second 
Chamber Reform Committee by its execu- 
tive. but this body is of, opinion that a 
referendum should be used only when all 
hope of agreement has vanished and should 
operate only in regard to questions of 
first-class importance. The executive have 
been considering many points relating to 
the reform of the House of Lords, but one 
of the most difficult tasks before it is to 
secure satisfactory definition of a Money 
Bill. It is intended to pursue this ques- 
tion further when the Committee resumes 
work after the recess. 


Ex-Seruvicemen's Petition. 


It was thought that the day of monster 
petitions to Parliament was over; for it is 
but se:iom nowadays that a petition of 
any size is presented. To-morrow, how- 
ever, will see one of the largest petitions 
ever introduced in the House of Commons, 
and some thirty members are to convey it 
to the table of the House. These members 
will be all ex-Service. men, and the peti- 
tion will be presented by Major Cohen, 
M.P., who lost both. legs in the war. 
Signed by one million ex-Service men, it 
will ask for the abolition of the seven 
years’ limit Sor granting disability 
pensions, wi fy restions for other modi- 
fications in pensic~ regulations. 


Inter-Parliamentary Conrgres:. 


A very interesting Parliamentary event 
will take place. during October, when mem- 
bers of the British House of Commons will 
be making speeches in the Legislature of 
the United States. of America. At 
Washington an inter-Parliamentary Con- 
gress is to take place, and Sir Robert 
Horne is to head the delezation of British 
members of Parliament who will cross the 
Atlantic for the occasion, and another 
event of a similar character is. that on 
August 8th a delegation of the Empire 
Parliamentary Association will set sail for 
Newfoundland, where three weeks will be 
devoted to conferences with members of 
the Newfoundland Parliament and in pay- 
ing visits to interesting spots in the 
country. . The delegation will itclude 
members from all three parties, the Con- 
servatives being Captain H. Douglas King, 
Captain Gee, V.C.; Captain A. H. Hope, 
Mr. Galbraith, Colonel Crookshank, and 
Mr. R. Clarry. - After leaving Newfound- 
land the delegation may visit Canada. 


The Irish Meet Trae. 


If those responsible for the scheme or 
developing the Irish meat trade with 
Britain adopt the plan of killing the cattle 
elsewhere than at: Birkenhead, the claims 
of Deptford will have to be seriously con- 
sidered. Before the war Deptford-killed 
cattle constituted a large proportion of the 
food supply of London, ‘and the meat was 
transported to distant parts of England. 
Soon after the outbreak of hostilities the 
site was taken over by the War Office and 
it ceased to be a great cattle slaughtering 
centre, leaving the way clear ‘for. the de- 
velopment of the Birkenhead abattoirs. 
Efforts are being made in the locality. to 
induce the War Office to give up a portion 
of the premises in ‘order ‘that the 
slaughteting of imported’ cattle may be 
resumed ; for it has many advantages, as 
it is within a few milesof Central London, 
and the cattle can be landed from the 
ships direct -to the~abattoirs, the meat 
being taken away by water, rail or road. 


The Court and Balmoral. 


It is understood that the Court will 
settle at Salmoral much earlier this yéar 
than is asual. The King and Queen 
return to Buckingham Palace from Cowes 
on August 10th for a brief stay in London 
in connection with the close of the Parlia- 
mentary sittings, and they will then pro- 
ceed North, to stay with Princesa Mary 
and Lord Lascelles at Goldsborough Hail. 
From Yorkshire the King and; Queen will 
go on to Scotland, unless there is an x«n- 
foreseen alteration in the Royal plans ;

PARIS, Wednesday. 
The negotiations for the proposed 
Kecurity Pact have now reached a stage 
when they may be described as negotiations 
for the entry of Germany into the League 
of Nations. The whole trend of the con- 
versations make the main issue German 
membership of the League, and leave the 
effort to co-ordinate the British and 
French views on the details of the Pact 


secondary to this main issue. 

The divergence of view between Paris and 
London on certain’ details of the pact is very 
small. The agreement now existing between 
the two Governments is nét the pre-war 
entente, intended to resist by force an attack 
of German Imperialism, but is a eo 
stone towards a general pacification o 
Europe, with Germany ut a prominent 
and active share in it, and what differences 
there are between the British and French 
views are différences over technicalities. 

The conference between British and French 
legal experts has shown that there is no, in- 
surmountable obstacle to the drafting of a 
formula. satisfactory to both sides, and 
capable of being included in the French reply 
to Germany, as representing the Allied point 
of view. 

M. Briand, with the assistance of M. 
Philippe Berthelot, the Secretary-General of 
the Ministry. for Foreign Affairs, ‘is busy 
drafting the text of the reply to the last 
German Note. It is expected that the final 
draft of the text, in consultation with the 
British Foreign Office, will be completed by 
the middle of August, and that the reply 
will be sent to Berlin about August 17th.

Srr,— “are our education authorities 
doing? One hears a great deal about teaching, 
subjects through-the. medium of Irish, so that 
we may become af Irish-speaking nation in a 
hurry. H is mó. time that parents: should 
make their voices heard, and especially those 
parents who are genuinely interested in the 
development and of the Irish language: 
on national, not artificial or absurd lines. 
Should not the fanatics be restrained a little, 
for, if not, most assuredly they will be the 
means of arresting the spread of Irish, if not 
killing it altogether? 

Why not teach the language as a language 
in all our schools as hitherto, but with the 
additional incentive of extra marks, and by 
all means make it & compulsory subject for 
all schools which desire to earn public 
recognition and secure public moneys either 
as primary or pepmncery schools; but shape 
the Ysa tg vie in such a fashion that our 
children, if forced to seek employment outside 
Ireland, will net be handicapped? 

Parents do not want their children unduly 
handicapped, and what greater handicap can 
be id on a child t that s Reahher 
should endeavour to teach a subject through a 
language of which he or she must have bat an 
imperfect knowledge? I think that parents 
have some rights in this matter, and, if some 
change is not made in the methods at present 
being. pursued, a seri¢s of protests should be 
made to the authorities. 

I understand that the programme for the 
coming year in our secoúdary schools is not 
yet in the hands of the managers. Now, in 
the bad old days this was not the fashion. 
Managers had ample time to make their 
arrangements, as they were aware of the 
programme long before the previous school 
year ended. How much better it would be to 
attend to those matters that make for genuine 
efficiency than permitting the fanatics to 
dominate the educational policy of the

THE MOTOR INDUSTRY. 

TO-THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

‘Sm,—While the close of the nineteenth 
cent: ry“marked a new-era in the history of 
road ' comotio~, it cannot be denied that the 
rapid development of the motor car has been 
responsible for the decline of many important 
branches of industry. The trade. in horses 
has ceased te be of any practical importance ; 

harness makers, the village blacksmiths, 

e farmers, and others who derived a sub- 
stantial living from their various avocations 
prior’ 10 the motor age, all have been ad- 

yaffected by the new means of loco- 
motion. “While the march of pragress cannot 
be by séntimental considerations, 
much can be done by the «Government to 
stimulate industrial activity by encouraging 
enterprise on the part of energetic Irishmen. 

At present the burden of taxation is crush- 
ing the life of the country, and tends to 
make the cost of living here prohibitive. 
Take, for instance, the import duty on motor 
cars. If it # a “ luxury” tax, why not 
make it so that it will be of industrial ad- 
vantage to the country’ The freight on 
imported cars is from £10 to £12, which 
flows inte the coffers of the shipping com- 
bine: Many people, owing to a variety of 
circumstances, cannot afford to buy a new 
cat; yot when they buy a secondhand one 
are compelled to pay the same tax on it as 
if it were. bought new from the makers. 
Surely any intelligent man in the Dail must 
admit this is a scandal, and in no small way 
must brí. i discontent. 

- Motor engines are not made in this country 
—with one exception only, and that is at 
Cork—bat if-.the present import duty on 
motor bodies be continued and the chassis 
allowed in free, it stands to reason that as 
there are many competent firms in Ireland 
capable of turning. out first class motor 
bodies, there should be no one to find fault 
with such a proposition. In fact, the wonder 
is ws, ó the Dail 73 not — this Mona 
ment . If a wealthy person here de- 
sired gs English-made Nás he could 
get it across in the usual way. Another 
point in connection with imported cars ap- 
ae to be overlooked by the powers that 

, te, the freight charge on the chassis 
alone would be a small item compared with 
the entire car. 

An American firm is now sending over a 
chassis for a commercial vehicle; the body 
is being made here in Ireland, and the entire 
car assembled by expert mechanics. This, 
however, is only one instance, and shows 
what could be done with other types of cars. 
Kverything possible should be done to foster 
the moter industry here, in view of the 
dearth of employment, and at the same time 
compensate to a certain extent for the clos- 
ing down of the industries affected by the 
introduction of the motor to this country. T 
am informed that there are many firms in 
Ireland capable of making bodies equal to 
those made by  cross-Channel companies, 
while the hoods and cushions I have seen 
manufactured by a Dublin firm leave nothing 
to be desired.—Yours, etc.,

Many 
of our women are sent to us from the Baby 
Clubs by the Child Welfare nurse of that 
particular district. 

I think; therefore, that, we can fairly claim 
to be the only organisation the Wellare De- 
partment of which exists solely to help and 
nourish: such cases, and Our system ensures 
that the food given. reaches women, as 
the feeding is carried out under our own eyes 
and in our own diningtoom.

DISPENSARY DOCTOR'S 
EXPLANATION, 


A complaint that Dr. P. Laydon, dis- 
pensary doctor for the Tallaght district, had 
refu to treat his son, who had met with 
an accident, was made by Mr. James La 
James s street, Dublin, in a letter which 
came under consideration at a meeting yes- 
terday of the Dublin Union Commissioners. 

The letter stated that Mr. Langan’s~ son 
was injured in a sand pit at Greenhills on 
the 10th inst. and was taken in a trap to 
the dispensary doctor. They found the doctor 
in Kennedy 's publichouse, He asked for the 
name of the patient, and, when told, said 
that he “would not tonch him with a 40- 
foot pole.” He passed out by the trap and 
went off. Mr. O'Toole, the owner of the 
trap, had to bring the injured person to a 
local. publichouse, where some women 
attended to him. 

A copy of the letter had been forwarded to 
Dr. = with a request for an explana- 
tion. e replied that—‘‘As a private 
patient, for private and persona] reasons, | 
would not attend him, as he had no ticket. 
I advised them to see another doctor and to 
take him to hospital.’’ 

Referring to the statement about his being 
found in mers publichouse, the doctor 
stated that Mr. Kennedy was one of his 

rivate patients, and that he was attending 

im at the time. There was no private 
entrance, and the only means of exit was 
through the bar parlour. He. was prepared 
to give a personal explanation to the Com- 
missioners, and he was sure that he could 
satisfy them as to his reasons for refusing 
to attend to Langan. 

On the recommendation of the Chairman 
(Mr. Seumas MacLysaght), the Commissioners 
decided—‘‘ We would ask the Minister of 
Local Government to have an _ inquiry 
instituted into this matter, since we are not 
altogether satisfied with Dr. Laydon’s ex- 
planation.” 

The Commissioners expressed surprise that 
the doctor had refused to attend any case, 
but more particularly an accident case.

The Lisbon 
agent was a jeweller’s manager, the Angola 
agent a naval mechanic, who was sent out 
specially by the Antwerp firm to take over 
any diamonds to be got from native finders. 
This original plan was, however, soon. ex- 
tended to the receiving of diamonds actually 
stolen, and this led to the theft of stones on 
a large scale, the total amount taken being 
valued at one million escudos (£10,000). 
Thése were sent to ‘Europe by trusted 
agents, but at last one of these, a hospital 
attendant in the service of the Companhia 
Diamantes, was arrested on his arrival in 
Lisbon, together with the Lisbon agent. As, 
however, they had been arrested without 
orders from the police authorities they were 
released. The hospital attendant disappeared 
Ses the jeweller’s mánager was re-arrested 
ter. 
Correspondence found on the two men, in- 
cluding a number of letters in French from | 
the Antwerp firm, led, however, to the dis- 
covery of the whole organisation, and in- 
structions were at once sent out for the arrest 
of all concerned, both in Portugal and in 
Angola. It is believed that all of the gang. 
on Portuguese territory are now under lock 
and key, except the hospital attendant and 
an agent in ern Portugal. 
Dealings in diamonds. were referred to in 
the seized letters as transactions in butter, 
codfish and haficot beans.

| FAILURE OF APPLES AND PEARS. 


In their mid-July report on the conditions 
of the fruit crop in Northern Ireland; | the 


state that the abnormally wet autumn of 1924, 
followed by a wet spring, had a most in- 
jurious effect on the fruit crop generally. 

tree fruits especially were retarded by the 
weather pares aa yields _ of hee 
fruits, especi gooseberries, were . fair 
good on the whole. The absence of sun = 
warmth to ripen the wood and the fruit buds, 
combined with the deleterious effect of the 
two wet seasons immediately preceding were 
the main causes of the failure of the tree 
fruits. The blossoms, when they did appear, 
were so lacking in vigour that the continuous 
damp weather ca many to rot and drop 
off. 


Gooseberries are undoubtedly the best. fruit 
crop of the season, and in every county the 
of reports vary from average to very 

rices quoted are £15 to £18 per ton 

vj i There has sá a 

ir yield of strawberries, but as in the case 
of gooseberries the sire uí the berries is below 
average owing to the prolonged drought. 
Prices varied from Is. to Is. 6d. per lb. for 
ordinary dessert purposes, and the jam fac- 
tories paid 7d. to 9d. per Ib. The raspberry 
crops not yet ready, and it is anticipated 
that the raic which occurred duitig the 
past week will assist in swelling the fruit. 
and a good crop is expected. A good crop of 
loganberries is reported. The yield of both 
red and black currants is about average gener- 
ally, and in County Down a very crop is 


reported. 

The apple crop generally is a failure this 
season, though isolated instances of a fair 
crop are rted. For those blossoms which 
survived the falling off period referred to 
aoe) in ria anes the site were not 

ropitious for the proper setting of the young 
trait. The absence of bees to assist in the 
pollination and fertilisation had also a detri- 
mental Orchards on high ground 
appear to have progressed better than those 
on more sheltered ground. Apple scab. has 
also been prevalent in many districts. 

Keports indicate that the failure of the 
apple crop has been exceeded by that of the 
pear crop. Here the rness of the yield 
may be attributed to similar causes as those 
affecting apples. 

In a few districts plums are bearing a fair 
yield, but otherwise this crop and the damson 
crop are included in the general failure of 
tree fruits. .

JUVENILE EMPLOYMENT IN 
LIMERICK. 


At a meeting of the Limerick Advisory 
Committee for Juvenile Employment, the 
Bishop of Limerick (Right Rev. Doctor 
White) presiding, the state of employment 
fer boys and girls was discussed.
